ing lumber town, farm center, 
home of Dorsey Trailers, poul- 
try and livestock industry anda 


fast growing retail business 
district, 
Though the 1960 census 


shows a population of 4,321 
there is now dn estimated po- 
pulation of more than 5,000 
persons living in Elba, Many 
hew homes have been built since 
we have become a part of Elba, 
Dorsey Trailers has the largest 
manufacturing payroll in South 
Alabama and the biggest heavy 
industry in this part of the na- 
tion, They manufacture heavy 
equipment including truck trail- 
ers, mobile homes and many 
other items and has on hand 
twice as many orders as it did 
at this time last year. Nearly 
200 employees have been added 
since the first of this year, and 
the payroll has been increased 
over $10,000 a week from con- 
Siderable overtime for the old 
and new employees. The pay- 
roli is expected to be $4,000,. 
000 this year, according to 
authorities of the company, with 
a total of about 1,000 employ-

Alabama’s Job Picture 
These pictures are published in a solemn salute to 'S Changing Rapidly 


Over half of Alabama’s 
workers are now employed 
in various types of service 
industries. Such was not the 
case, however, as recently 
as 1950 when somewhat 
over half of our workforce 
was still concentrated in 
goods producing activities, 

This trend toward 
greater employment in 
services is by no means 
peculiar to Alabama. Inthe 
United States as a whole, 
the 1940 Census of Popula- 
tion for the first time re- 
ported about a half and half 
split of the nation’s work- 
force’ between goods pro- 
ducing industries and the 
services, 

Goods 
agriculture, 


production - - 
forestry and 
fishing, mining, con- 
struction, and manufac- 
turing--provides 
nation with its basic neces- 
sities. In a primitive so- 
ciety, almost all resources 
including labor must be di- 
rected toward maintaining 
life and the survival of the 
society. AS an economy 
develops, however, it uses 
more capital equipment, 
better techniques of pro- 


swe, duction, and a better train- 


ed labor force; therefore, 
‘ the amount of goods pro- 
duced by each worker in- 
creases to the point that 
Only a portion of the work- 
force is needed to turn 
out basic necessities for 
the entire society. Some 
workers are now freed for 
other activities. As the 
economy develops and be- 
, comes more _ complex, 


. wf more workers are used in 


the production of luxuries, 


y in the distribution of goods,

in government, education, 
health, and other services. 

The most dramatic shift 
in the labor force of both 
y the United States and Ala- 
bama is the decline in the 
number of farm workers. 
In 1940, about 40 per cent 
of Alabama’s employed 
workers were in agricul- 
. ture; in 1960, a little less 
than ten per cent were 
working on the farms. In 
spite of this substantial 
decline, however, Ala- 
bama still has a somewhat 
higher proportion of work- 
ers in agriculture than is 
true of the nation as a 
whole. 

With the decline in agri- 
culture, population began to 
shift from the country into 
town. For the first time 
!'in 1960, over half of Ala- 
, bama’s population resided 
in urban areas. The popu- 
lation shift, however, was 
not as great as the change 
from agricultural to non- 
agricultural employment. 
This means that many 
people now filling non- 
agricultural jobs arestill 
@ living in rural areas. 

In Alabama, about 36 
per cent of non-farm jobs 


S for men and 31 per cent for 


women were filled by work- 
ers from rural areas in 
1960. In the nation as a 
E whole, only 29 percent 
of the non-farm jobs for 
men and 22 per cent for 
women were held by rural 
workers, Over half of the 
women employed in soft 
goods manufacturing in the 
State have rural back- 
grounds; many of them 
farm wives. The location 
of plants in small towns in 
many cases has made it 
possible for the firms to 
draw their labor from the 
surrounding countryside. 
In the goods producing 
group of industries, mining 
in Alabama as well as 
agriculture has shown a 
down trend over the past 
twenty years reflecting the 
general decline in the im- 
portance of coal mining, 
Forestry and fisheries--a 
small proportion of Ala- 
bama’s employment--has 
remained relatively the 
same. Construction, which 
tends to vary with economic 
conditions, has increased 
for the same period of time. 
Manufacturing in 1960 
accounted for 26.5 per cent 
of the state’s employ- 
ment--only slightly less 
than the nation which had 
27.1 per cent of its work- 
ers in manufacturing, Ex- 
panding industrial develop- 
ment of the state brought 
Alabama closer to the na- 
tional average.

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Two Ohio physicians 
have heartening news for 
diabetic women who plan 
to become pregnant. If their 
babies are delivered early, 
from 14 to 21 days before 
term, the infants’ chances 
of survival go up. A seven- 
pound infant delivered at 
37 weeks, they say, has 
the best chance for sur- 
vival, 

These are the findings 
of Doctors Marion E, Black 
and Max Miller, of Cleve- 
land’s University Hos- 
pitals, who analyzed 447 
births to diabetic mothers 
between 1959 and 1963, 

The doctors believe that 
two factors will help lead 
to the birth of live, healthy 
babies to diabetic women. 
These are; 

(1) Proper treatment of 
the diabetes before and 
during pregnancy, 

(2) Selection of the cor- 
rect delivery time, 

This report highlights 
the crucial importance to 
diabetic women of family 
planning and of prenatal 
care, 


childhood 
disease, measles, may 
soon be on the way out, 
A new measles vaccine 
which is safe, effective, 
has few side effects, and 
provides long-term im- 
munity has recently been 
authorized for use by the 
government, 

According to Doctor 
Saul Krugman, who has 
done extensive testing of 
the vaccine, a child vac- 
cinated any time before, 
or even on the day of ex- 
posure to measles will pro- 
bably not catch the disease. 
Doctor Krugman is chief 
of Pediatrics at the New 
York University School of 
Medicine, New York City. 

He told Women’s Medi- 
cal News Service, ‘‘I am 
convinced that we can now 
eliminate measles from the 
U.S, But parents must be 
made aware of how poten- 
tially severe the disease 
may be, and how readily 
it can be prevented.’’ 

Although many parents 
think of measles as an 
annoying but minor child- 
hood disease, it is any- 
thing but minor, The U,S, 
Public Health Service esti- 
mates that about 4,000,000 
American children come 
down with the disease 
every year, and that about 
500 deaths are attributable 
to complications arising 
from it. Among these are 
pneumonia and encepha- 
litis, an inflamation of the 
tissues of the brain. As 
many as 20 per cent of 
those who get encephalitis 
are left with hearing or 
visual disorders, or be- 
come mentally retarded.

These’ facts  notwith- 
standing, women live 
longer then men--almost 
seven years longer, ac- 
cording to the experts. 


PKU--or 
tonuria--is an error of 
metabolism with which 
hundreds of children are 
born each year. Unlike 
many other birth defects, 
though, PKU can be treat- 
ed and its effects mini- 
mized. If undetected, it can 
lead to severe retardation. 

Since PKU runs in fam- 
ilies, it isurgent that preg- 
nant women tell their ob- 
stetricians if another child 
in the family has had the 
condition, 

The American Academy 
of Pediatrics recommends 
that all newborn infants 
be tested for PKU before 
they leave the hospital, and 
that testing continue at in- 
tervals, 

There are several tests 
for determining whether an 
infant has the condition. 
One blood test, devised by 
Doctors David Hsia, Julian 
L, Berman, andHermanM, 
Slatis, of Northwestern 
Jniversity, can detect it 
in the newborn within 16 
hours with a high degree 
of accuracy.
